( c. ) Small  Ilolduigs. — The  Minister  may  grant 
homestead  entries  to  eligible  applicants  for  vacant 
and  available  lands  in  areas  not  exceeding  a legal 
sul)di\  ision  of  forty  acres,  more  or  less,  or  for  such 
other  areas  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
as  in  his  opinion  it  is  expedient  that  the  particular 
locality  or  parcels  of  land  affected  should  bh  dis- 
posed of  in  the  public  interest  or  for  the  purpose  of 
the  settlement  of  disputes  of  contlictiug  claimants 
or  for  any  other  special  reason. 

(2.)  The  Minister  may,  in  the  case  of  lands 
deemed  to  be  specially  valuable,  dispose  of  same  in 
such  aieas  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to 
price  and  settlement  duties  as  he  maj-  see  fit ; or 
may  dispose  of  same  at  public  auction  in  such  areas 
and  at  such  upset  prices  and  such  further  terms 
and  conditions  as  he  may  see  fit. 

((/. ) Right  of  Eiitrg. — Any  person  who  has
